Pars tbe stockings, knit plenty of wasb- 
paga sad silk mltteuv, surprise me with 
any favorite dishes, laugh at my Jokes 
mad generally submerge her life In tbe 
•fairs of mine. Whet was I going to 
gs in return for alt this unselfish devo¬ 
tion'.' I would be her granddaughter. 
That, •according to the old traditions, 
was quite enough compensation. 

1 was bolding forth, exploiting my 
views nnd desires on tbe grandmother 
question to the presence of one of those 
people who delight to take a person 
down and make him feel cheap, espe¬ 
cially If they Imagine one is posing aa 
younger than the family Bible records. 
This Individual spoke up aud aaid: 
“Why. If your grandmothers were liv¬ 
ing they would be so aged that they 
would bo mummified. Instead of darn¬ 
ing your stockings, knitting your mit¬ 
tens. they would be blind, deaf and Im¬ 
becile. You would have to tend them 
wtth greater etavlsbuess than a mother 
n newborn babe, and without tbe 
sweet recompense In tbe latter case.

pattern. 1 had beard my mother tell 
often of bow completely her mother 
luat her taste for society and ouulde 
affairs after she bad grandchildren. 
She bad raised a large family, bat 
-tbeee reproductions were Jaot as muck 
a delight aa had been the originals. She 
infinitely preferred their society to that 
of grown people. Tbetr prattle, school 
experiences, little ambitions, filled her 
life completely. She was constantly 
planning surprises for them by making 
nnlmnl cakes. Individual plea, candy, 
tap runs, hoods doll clothea. 

“Yes, but If she lived now she would 
t>e different. The air she would breathe 
Is filled with assertive germs which de- 
Hare that every woman owes It to her 
neif to have a career and sttrad at tbe 
bHm and steer It to tbe very end. 8be 
not allow her Ufe to be subraerg- 
la that of tier own children, as they 
their appearance rather nnwel- 
frequently, but most have outside 
•ouu aa her offspring Is 
aarfle! off. which la accomplished 
with aa great dispatch aa diplomacy 
nan secure, t ben she la free to carry out 
pat schemes and natural daalra a un¬ 
cled." 

'Perhaps yen are right." I replied, 
grandmother aa this would be 
mm comfort to me as 4 grandmother, 
while she might be a most helpful 
Mad. and I could be proud of her po¬ 
sh loo in tbe literary, artistic or philan¬ 
thropic world as ber taatea might dic¬ 
tate her pursuit 

A grandmother of my acquaintance 
oak! to me not long ago: "It would be a 
great trial to me to have my graod- 
cbitdren or any children In the house 
with me now. 1 <outd not adapt my- 
to their demands and iniemip- 
1 have raised my family and 
want my time for individual por- 
•mta." This woman has ea|iectal tal¬ 
ents and necessities for using them, 
and In her case ibes* feelings may not 
went unnatural But tbia la much tbe 
•rotlmeni that poHs«-saea tbe grand 
mothers of the age who have no special 
missions or avocations outside tbe do 
•r*tle circle. If they have meant, 
■they buy handsome gifts for their 
grandchildren and wtab them to have

Among the treasure* of a Beta mu¬ 
seum. Inserted In tbe top of an old fash¬ 
ioned pencil case. Is tbe tiniest watch 
ever constructed. It la only three-six 
teentbs of an Inch In diameter, and Its 
little dial not only Indicates boars, min 
Utes end seconds, bat also tba days uf 
tbe month. So perfectly formed la this 
Ulllpultan watch that It keeps excel¬ 
lent time aud la a marvelous piece of 
inei lj^ *cal workmanship. 

Two of the most elaborate and curi¬ 
ous watches which the world has ever 
seen belonged to Queen Ktlaabeth aud 
her unfortuuate contemporary. Mary, 
queen of Scots. Good Queen Bess had 
a watch made for her In tba form of a 
duck, with beautifully chased feathers, 
tbe lower part of which opened. Tbe 
face was of silver, with an elaborate 
gilt design, and the whole was kept In 
a case of brass, covered with black 
leather thickly studded with big silver 
knobs. 

The 111 fated Mary was the possessor 
of a watch In the form of a skulL The 
dial waa Introduced where the palate 
should have beeu, and the works occu¬ 
pied the place of brains In tbe crani¬ 
um. In the hollow of the akull, more¬ 
over, was a bell which hud works of Us 
own ami by means of which a hammer 
struck out the hours upon It. 

One of tbe choicest rarities of the 
Bernal collection was a book shaped 
watch. This curious time Indicator was 
made by order of Boglslaus XIV, Duke 
of Pomerania. In tbe time of Gustavua 
Adolphus. On the face of the book, 
where the dial of the watch Is set. 
there Is an engraved Inscription of the 
duke aud his titles aud armorial bear¬ 
ings. together with the date, 1027. On 
the back the engravings are also very 
finely and skillfully executed, imuug 
them being the portraits of two gentle¬ 
men of the seventeenth century. Tbe 
dial plate is of silver, chased In relief, 
while the Insides are beautifully chased 
with figures of birds aud foliage. The 
watch has two separate movements aud 
a large, sweet toned bell. At the back, 
over Ttila t*ell. the metal Is ornamental¬ 
ly pierced In a circle, with a dragon and 
other devices, while the sides are pierc¬ 
ed nnd engraved with a complicated 
design of Iteautiful scroll work.—Lon¬ 
don Tlt-BIta.

One of tbe most famous of tba old 
Puritan dlvtuea was Dr. Matber Hylea. 
who was born in Boston In 1706 and 
w'ho waa tbe first pastor of tbe iloUis 
Street Congregational church, to wblcb 
be ministered for more than 40 years. 

Dr. Bylee w as famous aa a humorist 
and wit and Innumerable anecdotes 
are rotated of bis clever quips sad re¬ 
torts. He was a xealoos Tory and 
warmly advocated the cause of “tbe 
mother country" agalust tbe colonies. 
In November. 1777. be was *mst*l as 
a Tory, tried, eonrlcted and sentenced 
to be contiued on U»ard a guard ship 
and sent to Bngtand with bts family 
within 40 day* Tlie sentence was aft¬ 
erward commuted by the l>oard of war 
td confinement in his own bouse- a 
guard being placed over him with In¬ 
struction* not lo permit him to leave 
hla residence for a moment under any 
cl rcum stance*. 

On Thanksgiving rooming, observing 
that the sentinel, who. like many of tlw 
colonial soldier*, was a simple rustic, 
had disappeared and that Dr. Ryle* 
blmself was pacing up nnd down lie- 
fore bis own door with a musket on bl* 
shoulder, the neighbors crossed the 
street to Inquire tbe caose of this sin¬ 
gular spectacle. 

“You see." said Dr. Byle*. "I begged 
my guard to let me go out to procure 
some elder with which myself and 
family might celebrate Thanksgiving 
day, but he would not permit me to 
stir. I argued tbe point with him. and 
be baa now gone to get tbe cider for me 
00 condition that I keep guard over 
myself during bis absence."
